16 DEAD IN GREEN FOREST 


Eyewitnesses Say More Than Half 


of Houses and Business Buildings 
Were Swept Away 


Little Rock, Ark., M arch 1 0 — <U.R) 
— Search was commenced today 
in 
the ruins of 750 houses 
smashed 
by a cyclone which swept 
Carroll 
( on 11 tv Into last night for 5 missing 
bodies which will 
bring1 the 
total 
loss of life to 30. 
Twenty-five 
bodies 
have 
been 
found. Thousands were left without 
shelter in a scourging 
downpour 
of rain and hail. 
Heaviest damage was Sustained 
in Denver, Ark., and Green Forest, 
both towns being entirely obliterat­ 
ed. 
Tt was the second storm to ravage 
A rkansas within two days. 
Eleven 
persons were killed Thursday by 
a 
tornado. 
Relief expeditions were 
rushed 
with food and medical supplies from 
here to the stricken area, 200 miles 
northwest. 
The havoc of a 
cyclone— th o u s­ 
ands of 
persons 
without 
shelter, 
severed telegraphic 
and 
telephone 
eonnpefions, 
frantic 
relatives 
searching for persons believed killed, 
complete destruction of entire towns 
—greeted rescue workers, according 
to reports reaching here. 


Entire communities, hundreds 
of 
farm ers, small town residents are 
all without shelter from the driving 
intermittent railfall. 
Bodies of domestic 
animals 
arc 
prominent throughout 
the district. 
Chickens are featherless, sometimes 
lodged between limbs in trees, un ­ 
able to extricate themselves. Fences 
are lying along the roadways. Tele­ 
phone wires are down.

Form er service men 
have 
been 
notified that it soon will be possible 
for them to negotiate loans on their 
adjusted service certificates in In ­ 
dianapolis, at the regional office of 
the I nited States veterans’ bureau. 
Local Morid W ar veterans 
are 
expected to take advantage of the 
[opportunity to realize on their tcer- 
tificates, as it has been impossible 
to get loans through local hanks. 
Several months ago, when the vet­ 
erans’ bureau announced 
that ex- 
service men could borrow money 
at 
hanks, giving their certificates 
as 
surety, local hanks took the position 
of the majority, of banks, that such 
loans were not advisable. 


Due to the necessity of perfecting 
an organization and procedure 
for 
making loans, money 
will 
not 
bo 
available on 
veterans’ 
certificates 
until April 1. 


The loans will he made directly to 
veterans, 
whose 
certificates 
are 
acceptable as security, upon proper 
identification. 
Regulations provide 
th at certificates from certain officials 
of the American Legion, 
American 
Red Cross, Disabled American V et­ 
erans of the World W ar, V eterans of 
Foreign W ars, certain other ex-ser­ 
vice men’s organizations, postm as­ 
ters or a notary public will 
be a c ­ 
cepted for identification purposes. 
Tt is required that 
veterans give 
their personal notes for the amount 
of the lo<an, the note to 
he secured 
by the bonus 
or 
adjusted 
service 
certificate. Notes will be for the term 
of one year, draw ing interest a t six 
per cent, with provisions for remov­ 
al. Provision is also made 
whereby 
veterans m ay take u p the note and 
redeem the Certificate a t any time. 
Tn view of the requirements for iden­ 
tification, it is believed veterans who 
desire loans will facilitate their be­ 
ing obtained by having 
the m atter 
of identification 
completed 
before 
contacting the Bureau. The Bureau 
announces that checks are not 
to 
be given at Bureau office but are to 
be mailed to the veteran. Tt will not 
be necessary for veterans to person­ 
ally present themselves to the b ur­ 
eau in order to obtain a loan. 
The* 
application in most eases should 
Is* 
mailed to the bureau with the certi­ 
ficate and identification. 


Tt is believed th at there will 
be 
no great number of applications for 
loans as it appears most 
veterans 
realize the insurance value of 
the 
certificates and will not 
surrender 
them except in ease of extreme ne­ 
cessity.

After 13 hours in an almost airtight tomb at the bottom of a 55-foot 
well, Jeff Ashworth, 22-year-old well digger of Harnett County, N. C., 
was brought out alive. 
Ashworth, bruised and torn from an avalanche 
of rock that fell upon him — eight tons of it — is shown in the upper 
photo on a cot just after his rescue.

diana were before Attorney General 
Gilliom today fo r an opinion. 
John 
Brown, 
chairman 
of the 
state tax board, appealed to the a t ­ 
torney 
general 
for 
an 
opinion. 
B roun believes certain portions 
of 
the act are invalid. 
The m easure was 
sponsored 
by 
the Indiana Farm Bureau Federation 
and was passed by the 
legislature 
to equalize the burden 
of taxation 
borne by real 
estate 
as compared 
with that of other taxable property. 
Members o f the tax board q u e s ­ 
tion the legality and feasibility 
of 
the clauses of the measure 
setting 
up stan d ard s 
for 
arriving 
a t the 
“ true cash value” of farm land for 
assessm ent purposes. 
A reappraisal of all real estate in 
Indiana in 1928 is 
provided 
under 
the act. It stipulates three 
factors 
which are to bo taken into consider­ 
ation in setting the value 
of farm 
land. 
These are the normal earning c a ­ 
pacity of the land, the price of sales 
of land in the 
same 
neighborhood, 
and the speculative 
value 
of the 
property. 
Farm leaders believe 
application 
of these standards will result in a 
reduction of 
probably 
twenty-five 
percent in the assessment figures of 
farm property. 
U nder the present system, a “ fair 
m arket value’’ is taken as the basis 
for taxation valuations. 
Brown lias already conferred with 
officials of the Indiana Farm Bureau 
Federation in .an 
effort 
to settle 
some of the problems presented by 
the measure. 
“ This law violates every fu n d a ­ 
mental principle of equity,” 
Brown 
declared. “ The situation will ho ex­ 
tremely hard to handle but we 
will 
do our best to rearrange our policy 
in accordance with 
the 
provisions 
of the a c t.” 
Senator Alonzo Lindlev of King­ 
man, one of the authors of the bill, 
predicted that the lower 
valuation 
figures will result in a boost in ta x a ­ 
tion rates to meet expenditures 
of 
governmental units in the state. 
Phillip Zoereher, member 
of the 
tax board, pointed out that the title 
of the new act merely amends sec­ 
tion 152 of the present tax laws.

Year by Changes in Faculty— 


Other Irregularities 


The Anderson township school at 
Milroy will have to make 
certain 
corrections in their teaching staff, 
and meet other requierments 
this 
summer, in order to retain 
their 
state commission, according to a re ­ 
port submitted this week by Eugene 
B. Butler of this city, state school 
inspector. 
The commission was to 
be 
r e ­ 
voked a t once, but tem porary 
re ­ 
quirements were met 
this 
week, 
which adjusted the m atter for 
the 
present school term. Tn the detailed 
report submitted, following the 
in­ 
spection, several times were p o in t­ 
ed out as irregularities in the school 
system. 


Theron Coffin, school 
principal, 
was found to he holding the execu­ 
tive office without having a 
school 
principal’s license. 
This 
difficulty 
was remedied by appointing Mrs. El- 
lendore Lampton Anderson, one 
of 
the faculty, to this position, and the 
change was made at once. 


Horace TTazelrigg, a member 
of 
the faciiltv, does not have a license 
in economics, according to the 
re ­ 
port, and Floyd M. Hammond, 
a n ­ 
other member of the faculty, is 
not 
licensed in arithmetic, 
agriculture 
and general science. 
The 
report 
staes that the teaching 
he properly licensed if 
sion is to continue. 
Several other m atters regarding 
the 
school building,w 
ere pointed 
out, but all of these items were of 
trivial importance, and can be re c ­ 
tified during the summer, so 
th at 
there is 110 danger of the 
commis­ 
sion being revoked, if the school o f­ 
ficials will spend 
the 
necessary 
money to make 
the 
improvements 
designated. 
The m atter of the teaching staff 
was adjusted this week, so that the 
standing of the school will not 
be 
affected this year. 
•Unless the teachers are 
licensed 
properly next term, and unless some 
of the more important of the 
minor 
recommendations are followed, 
the 
school will not 
be 
commissioned, 
and seniors will be compelled to a t ­ 
tend school some place else in order 
to receive diplomas which will be ac ­ 
cepted by colleges. 
Ju st what attitude 
the township 
board will take on the m atter, is not 
known. Milroy has been attem pting 
for years to build a new school,

Coffeyville, Kas., March T9— (ll.R) 
— Coffeyville was under martial law 
today a fte r a night 
of terror 
in 
which troops subdued a race 
riot 
and repulsed a mob which attacked 
the City Hall in an attem pt to lynch 
Curtis Smith, negro, arrested 
m 
connection with assaults on 
two 
high school giiis. 
The situation was still tense 
to ­ 
day, hut when reinforcements 
lor 
the troops arriving authorities were 
believed to lie in control of the sit­ 
uation. 
Three persons were reported 
to 
have been wounded during the tu r ­ 
bulent night. All the windows in the 
City Hall were smashed and 
tear 
bombs were used to tight the 
mob 
when it forced its way to a s ta ir­ 
way inside tin* City Hall, leading to 
the jail on an upper floor. 
Negro residents kept out of sight 
through most of the night but 
a 
group appeared at one time 
across 
the street from the City Hall, and 
d a sh ed with members of the white 
mo1!). A score of shots were fired be­ 
fore the troops broke up the fight. 
The crowd gathered around 
the 
jail early in the evening a fte r Smith 
and two other negroes 
were 
a r ­ 
rested in connection with assaults 
on M argaret Akers and Julie Moon­ 
ey. Both girls were .attacked in their 
homos while their 
parents 
were 
away. 
Bloodhounds led police and depu­ 
ties to the three negroes. Two were 
released a fte r 
questioning, 
but 
Smith was held. He denied he was 
involved in the assaults. 
Sheriff i\V. D. M eCrabs and 
his 
deputies, assisted by police, 
kept 
guard a t the City Hall and jail as 
the crowd grew and became 
more 
restive. 
L a ter he called on Capt. G. 
W. 
Noel, commander of the Coffeyville 
cavalry unit of the national guard, 
for aid. Only 32 members of 
the 
cavalry unit reported for duty. 
Sheriff MeCrabb deputized 
all 
available citizens and appealed to 
Governor Paulen for more troops. A 
detachment was sent from 
Yates 
center in motor ears while troop 
B 
of the 
117th 
cavalry, 
national 
guard, was being mobilized at 
In ­ 
dependence to entrain for 
Coffey­ 
ville. 
Meanwhile the mob attacked the 
jail, hurling bricksj through 
the 
windows, and forced its way to 
the 
stairwa.^ inside. Tear bombs forced 
the mob to withdraw. 
Shortly afterw ard s m artial 
law 
was proclaimed 011 orders from the 
state ad ju ta n t general’s office. 
The 
clamoring crowd quieted somewhat 
when Captain Noel read the 
p ro ­ 
clamation, and some members d rift­ 
ed away. 
Automobiles were running 
throughout the little eitv. A 
ware store was broken into and all 
its guns and ammunition ap p ro p riat­ 
ed by the mob. Three persons were 
arrested and three were injured in 
the rioting. 
The mob gradually dispersed as 
dawn approached but troops 
and 
deputies remained on guard, fearing 
a new attack this morning.

COUNCIL CUT FIRST 
REQUEST 


The Rush county council, 
called 


to meet at tin* countv auditor’s o f­ 
fice this afternoon, 


to appropriate $600 
was to he asked 


more for plans 
and specifications for a new h eat­ 
ing plant to be installed in 
the 
court house this summer. The com­ 
missioners asked for $1,500 jn 
the 
first place to meet this expense, and 
the council in its appropriation re ­ 
duced the sum to $400, with the re ­ 
sult that gn extra meeting had 
to 
he called fo r tin* purpose. 


The commissioners recently were 
advised by a heating engineer th at 
they could not get plans and speci­ 
fication, as well us supervision d u r­ 
ing the installation of the new sy s­ 
tem, for less than $1,000 and the 
extra money will have to he ap pro­ 
priated if the court house is heated 
next winter. It is believed th at the 
present heating plant would not last 
through another winter. 


The council has been called sever­ 
al times since the annual 
meeting 
last September, when money 
was 
appropriated for this y ear’s expens­ 
es, to make deficiency 
ap propria­ 
tions. The necessity for the s e ^ r a l 
calls is explained at the 
auditor’s 
office by the fact th at expenses can 
not he figured accurately and m on­ 
ey can not he expended unless it is

ship s share of the bond issue will 
be $18,360 
and the interest to be 
paid during the next decade 
will 
amount to $5,025.90. 


There are many advocates of the 
plan recently experimented with 
in 
Noble township where the township 
trustee built a stone road and 
it 
was taken over by the county, thus 
relieving the township of the 
ex­ 
pense of maintenance. It is pointed 
out that the road was built 
under 
the 
supervision of the trustee 
at 
about $3,200 a mile, and the inter­ 
est costs were saved because 
the 
township used money available 
in 
the road fund. The average cost of 
stone roads under the 
three-mile 
road, when contracts are let, is $10,- 
000 a mile, if w as stated

Cattle 
For the first time in several week s 
cattle valu es tu rned downward. R e­ 
ceipts on the 
principal 
m ark ets 
were slightly 
heavier

week . This, with the 
accu m u lated 
resistance of the bu yers du ring the 
long trend u p and an erratic dressed 
beef trade, all helped to check 
the 
u pw ard movement and to send c a t­ 
tle prices 25c to 59 c lower. Bu tcher 
cattle and steers shared the 
loss 
abou t equ ally. P ack ers are 
bu ying 
the short-fed cattle more liberally, 
bringing them nearer to the 
price 
of good steers. Steers are still be­ 
low the u su al qu ality 
and slightly 
u nder the u su al weight for this se as­ 
on of the year. Thu rsday and Fri­ 
day the m ark et hail been more s ta ­ 
ble and it look s lik e 
the 
break 
wou ld be temporary. Light receipts 
regain the loss. Steers are materially 
higher than a year ago. Good feed­ 
er steers are still scarce 
at 
all 
m ark ets and selling close 
u p 
to 
short-fed steer prices. 
Receipts of cattle at the twenty 
principal m ark ets thu s ta r this year 
are materially u nder the same p er­ 
iod last vear.

those 
articles are pertinent to this case, 
a member of Sapiro’s legal staff told 
the United Press, “ becau se 
they 
show criticism of the Jewish people 
preceded a specific 
attack 
u pon 
Aaron Sapiro, an individu al member 
of the Jewish race. In that 
way 
they are proof of malice on 
the 
p art of Ford, an im portant point in 
this c a se .” 
The complete files of the Dearborn 
Independent have been produ ced by 
the defense u nder 
su bpoena 
and 
will be available shou ld all or 
p a rt 
be admitted as evidence. 
Prospects are that if Ford testi­ 
fies Monday as promised he may not 
tak e the stand u ntil late in the day. 
Sapiro’s lawyers admitted they had 
fou nd William J. Cameron, editor of 
the Dearbonn independent, an in- 
terstiu g witness and 
planned 
to 
qu estion him closely Monday.

you ng, tender alfalfa is su ddenly ex­ 
posed to the intense su nlight 
after 
having been grown to that point 
in 
the shade, and it u su ally wilts 
and 
mu ch of it dies u nder su ch 
tre a t­ 
ment. ” 
If you r soil is too sou r to grow 
alfalfa, limestone is the first step in 
you r soil bu ilding program.

sin to waste alfalfa or clover seed

Curtis Smith, negro, arrested 
in 


connection with assaults on 
two 


high sfihool girls. 


The situation -was still tense to- 


day, but when reinforcements . for 
the troops arriving authorities were 
believed to be in control of the sit- 
uation. 


Three persons were reported 
to 


have been wounded during the tur- 
bulent night. AH the windows in the 
City Hall were smashed and tear 
bombs were used to fight the mob 
when it forced its way to a stair- 
way inside the City Hall, leading to 
the jail on an upper floor. ' 


Negro residents kept out of sight 


through most of the night but 
a 


group appeared at one time across 
the street from the City Hall, and 
clashed with members of the white 
mob. A score of phots were fired be- 
fore the troops broke up the fight. 


The crowd gathered around 
the 


jail early in the evening after Smith 
and two other negroes 
were 
ar- 


rested in connection with assaults 
on Margaret Akers and Julie Moon- 
ey. Both girls were<attacked in their 
homes while their

were 


away. 


Bloodhounds led police and depu- 


ties to the three negroes. Two were 
released after 
questioning,

Smith was held. He denied he was 
involved in the assaults.

ASHINGTON—The Department 
of State, which takes a deep In- 


terest in the revolutions of all 
countries on this hemisphere, now 
has an internal revolt of its own to 
deal with. 


This revolt hinges on the charge 


that wealth and social position are 
the yardsticks for promotion in 
America's diplomatic service. It is 
causing the State Department's 
"higher ups" plenty of grief. 


The members of the consular 


service are on one side in this light, 
with the "inner circle" of top-grade 
diplomats, who are accused of giv- 
ing" high appointments to younger 
members of the service and ignor- 
ing the experienced members of the 
consular branch, on the other. 


For quite a while this sort of talk 


has been going on under cover. It 
remained, however, for one Law- 
rence Dennis to bring it all out in 
the open. 


Dennis recently resigned as secre 


tary of the American Legation in 
Nicaragua. In a cablegram he hit 
terly attacked the department's pro 
motion policies and accused the all 
powerful personnel board of de 
liberate partiality. 


Then, a little later, ii Wasliinstoi 


lu-wspaper reported that Dennis 
who had meanwhile withdrawn his 
resignation, had written a long let 
tcr 
protesting, 
against 
"white 


spatted" amateur diplomats will 
"carefully cultivated English man 
nvrisms," whom he accused ot "in 
competence, neglect of importan 


ews dlspactnes, high-hatting news- 
paper correspondents and extrava- 
ant waste ot government funds to 
ransmlt worthless Information." 


This stirred a furore in the State 


Department, naturally. 


To understand It properly, ft 


must be borne in mind that the 
•inner circle" at the department 
had been singing- carols ot praise 
at the way they had taken politics 
out ot the diplomatic service. 
>assage of the Rogers Act, which 
ilaced both diplomatic and con- 
aular branches in a unified foreign 
service, was. believed to have 
cleared" up all objections and to 
lave offered an incentive to the 
lard workers who wanted to 
make a career In diplomacy.* 


Now the "consular malcontents 


say that while Dennis' protest is 
mportant, it should not be al- 
lowed to cloud the main issue— 
which is, they say, the conversion 
of the higher classes of the diplo- 
matic corps into a club for wealthy 
men and social climbers. 


Be that as it may—it Is fur- 


ther charged-Hhat Secretary of 
State Kellogg last fall wrote to 
Dennis instructing him to exert 
pressure to get Adolfo Diaz elect- 
ed president of Nicaragua. Kel- 
logg has denied this, and docu- 
ments bearing on the accusation 
are said by State Department offi- 
cials to have been forged by. Mexi- 
cans. 
More will doubtless be 


heard of this aspect of the situa- 
tion later. 


There you have the background 


for the State Department's "re- 
volt." Hundreds of foreign serv- 
ice officers are bitterly opposed 
to the department's internal poli- 
cies, and the row threatens to de- 
velop into a public scandal.
